The trouble is that boys start- 
ing out in life today live only for 
today and'do not look ahead. 
They are influenced in their se- 
lection. of employment only by 
the present salary in connection 
with that employment. They 
jump about from position to pos- 
ition, They like the looks of the 
present extra dollar or so a. week 


and lose’ sight of the fact that: 


their bosses, managers, presi- 
dents and executive heads were 
the office béys and appretice-in 
the same estabishments but a 
few short years ago, who fitted 
themselves for their present pos- 
ition by sticking to one line and 
learning it thoroughly.
